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it, he would certainly not be aille to recognise 
his own wqrk. But we gladly turn from .thèse 
considérations, which our duty to the public 
has prescribed, to the more pleasurable task of 
pointmg ont the beauties in several of the 
worka présenter! to us on the présent occasion. 
No. 9, St. Agnes by Domeuichino ? is one of 
the pictures which attracts most gênerai atten- 
tion and admiration. It is a représentation of 
exquisite female loreliness, painted with a pa- 
tient but well-practised penciL There is a 
àVlightful richness and harmony in the colour- 
ing, and there is nothing in àny-part of the 
picture that does not satisfy the mind. 

No. 32, Landscape and Figures — J. Both. 
This is one of the most beautiful pictures in 
the gallery ; but it is eo badly placée, as well 
from the particular height at which it is sta- 
tioned, as from the unfortunate liglit, that 
those who bave not previously had an ac- 
quaintance with the picture, will hardly be able 
to appreciate its perfections. The composition 
is in the highest degree romantic and pictu- 
resque, the forms admirably graceful and well 
broken, and the colour, though somewhat too 
monotonous— a common fault in Both's works— | 
delightfully harmonious and agreeable. In 
looking at it we niight almost fancy we 
yreathed the sultry atmosphère of an Italian 
erening. No. 99, Landscape, Cattle, & Figures. 
In this charming work of the same master, 
there is greater variety in the local colouring ; 
but the forms are not quite so agreeable, and 
the light and sbade not so well understood ; 
«till it is a gem.

PIANOFOBTE CONCERT. 
The Pupils ef Mr. and Mrs. E. C. Allen, 
gave their eighth Pianoforte Concert, on Satur- 
day last, in présence of a crowded and fashion- 
able assemblage of their parents and friends. 
The sélection of Music was excellent. The 
pupils acquitted themselves, both in the theo- 
retical and practical departments, with their 
usual ability, exhibiting in the former, much 
elementary musical science, and in the lutter, 
great tirmness and flexibility of touch. A- 
mongst the simultaneous pièces were Winter's 
Grand Overture to Zaira; Ries' Grand Tri- 
umphal March, and a New Grand Polonvise, 
by Franks, (dedicated to Mrs. Allen,) a very 
spirited and effective pièce, to the merits of 
which ample justice was done. There was 
aiso, Rossini's overture to Otello, Il Bar- 
biere, and his matchless composition, the 
overture to Guillaume Tell, which last in par- 
ticular, was performed with surprizing effect, 
and its beauties exhibited with such fidelity, 
that we could hâve almost fancied Weidner had 
lent his aid,so happily were the tone and style 
of the flûte imitated.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY. 



We are happy to aee, that a new and ener- 
getic spirit seems to pervade this Society on 
tue important subject of agriculture, which 
formed so prominent a feature in its original 
plan. A Committee of fitfteen noblemen and 
gentlemen was appoioted last Thursday, for 
tKe spécial purpose of attending to, and promo- 
ting the interesta of agriculture and plantingin 
Ireland, and a sum of five hundred pounds bas, 
we understand, been placed at their disposai 
fer that purpose, which it is intended to renew 
annually, if the présent parliamentary grant be 
continued. It is aiso proposed to clear out 
and prépare the large yard on the right as you 
enter the principal court, as a place for exhibit- 
ing new or improved agricultural impleraente, 
productions, &c. The Committee selected 
to examine and report on the recommendations 
°> the parliamentary conunissioners, gave ia 
fte resuit of their délibérations on the 13th 
Wst. as follows : 

" Your Committee beg leave to report, that 
naving given the most mature considération to 
the suggestioqs which bave been repeatedly 
pressed upon their attention, with respect to 
Ae admission of annual subscribers, thay are 
™posed to recommend, with a view to con- 
oect this Society more clpsely with the agri- 
cultural interest of the country, that t£e 
««périment be once again tried, undex su«h 
ovulations as may appear most likely to obvi- 
>te those difltculties, which were formeriy 
wund to attend upon that System." 

They propose that the admission fee sfaall 
™ five gnineaa, aad the annual subscription 
tarée guineas, to be paid in advance.
